TO GIVE PROGRAM 


Dr. Frank Willis Barnett, Of 
Birmingham News, To Talk 
At Celebration 


MONTEVALLO. Ala.. Oct. 9—The 
board of trustees of Alabama Col- 
lege announce the program for Foun¬ 
der's Day celebration to be held on 
the campus Tuesday, Oct. 12. It Is the 
thirtieth anniversary of the founding 
of the college. 

The achievements of the college 
during the 30 years have been per- • 
haps unexcelled by those of any other 
Institution in the state or in the 
South. Beginning in 1896,' it was 
known as the "Industrial School for 
Girls” and was purely technical in Its 
courses, taking students of high 
school grade and below. The name of 
the college was changed in 1911 to | 
the "Alabama Girls’ Technical In¬ 
stitute." By this time there was a 
well established high school course 
with prospects of added college work. 

In 1919 the name was again changed 
to the “Alabama Technical Institute | 
and College for Women," and finally 
In 1923 the name of “Alabama Col- i ; 
lege" was adopted by the Legislature, i 
The first college work was added | \ 
to the course of study in 1913. The | 
first degree was granted in 1922. The ! 
full four-year college course in all 1 
subjects was announced for the first I 
time in 1923. The number of degrees | 
granted since 1922 Is as follows: 1922, | 
1: 1923, 7; 1924, 30; 1925, 67; 1926, 77. ! 

The senior class for 1926-27 has ap¬ 
proximately 100 members. The num - 
her of college students enrolled in 
1921-22 was 287. Already the 1926 ses¬ 
sion shows an enrollment of 711. 

The program for Founder's Duy will 
consist of the inauguration of the , , 
new president, O. C. Carmichael, who ■ 
for four years served as dean of the 
college under Dr. Palmer, and sue- « 
ceeded him as president in February, 
1926.

Montevallo Institution To 
Celebrate Founder’s 
Day Tuesday 


MONTEVVALLO, Ala., Oct. 10.—(Spe¬ 
cial.)—Tuesday, will mark the thirtieth 
anniversary of the founding of Alabama 
college at Montevallo. Alabama college 
Is the state college for women and 
holds high place among the other state 
colleges for women throughout the 
country. 

Mississippi claims the record of hav¬ 
ing established the first state supported 
college for women In the world. Missis¬ 
sippi state college was founded in 1884. 
Since the founding of that college eight 
other states have followed suit. 

It Is interesting to note that with one 
exception all state colleges for wom- 
fen are located in the southern states, 
if we may count Oklahoma In that 
group. 

In Its beginning, Alabama college did 
work of high school grade. As the 
standards of education increased in the 
state, one year of college was added In 
1913. Gradually the courses have been 
expanded to full college grade. The col¬ 
lege offered the first degree In 1922. Full 
four-year courses in all subjects were 
announced In 1923 and since that time a 
very large number of students have 
been attending the institution. From a 
class of one degree graduate In 1922 
the number rose to 77 In 1926. The pres¬ 
ent senior class Is approximately 100 
strong. The college was admitted to the 
southern association of collegese and 
secondary schools In December, 1925 at 
the annual meeting held In Charleston, 
South Carolina. 

The celebration of Founder’s Day at 
Alabama college last year consisted of 
the dedication of Janet Erskine Ramsay 
hall, the new dormitory made possible 
by a gift of one hundred thousand dol- 
1 arsby Mr. Erskine Ramsay, of Bir¬ 
mingham. The celebration this year will 
consist of the niaugural exercises for 
the new president of the institution— 
O .C. Carmichael, who succeeded the 
later Thomas Waverly Palmer, having 
been elected to that position in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1926. 

A large number of visitors from all 
sections of the state are expected for 
the occasion. Barbecue and lunch will 
be served on the college campus. The 
college is preparing to take care of two 
thousand people at the luncheon.

He spoke of -the work of 
the Mississippi State College for Worn--' 
en at Columbus, of which he had in¬ 
timate knowledge, since he lived for 
many years in the shadow of that 
great institution. He pointed out that 
Alabama college is the smallest of the 
state colleges for women In the south. 
IGeorgia, Mississippi, Florida, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and Texas al¬ 
ready provided for from one thousand 1 
to eighteen hundred in each of theli^ 
state colleges for women. This he sald :

He closed his remarks with an ap¬ 
peal for adequate support, stating that 
Alabama college has every reason to be¬ 
come one of the leading colleges in the 
country in the variety and quality of 
service which it renders. 

Mr. Rogers followed Dr. Carmichael 
with an appeal to the people of the stale 
to recognize the importance of the 
training of young women. He presented 
the thesis, “that it Is more important 
to educate a woman in Alabama today 
than it is to educate a man. And sec¬ 
ondly that the chief aim of education 
is to teach people how to live and not 
how to make a living.” He spoke of 
work of the Mississippi State college 
for women at Columbus, of which he 
had intimate knowledge, since he had 
lived for many years in the shadow 
of that great institution. 

Compares States Schools 

He pointed out that Alabama college 
is the smallest of the state colleges for 
women in the south. Georgia, Missis¬ 
sippi. Florida, North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Texas already provide 
I for from one thousand to eighteen hun- 
| dred in each of their state colleges for 
| women. This, he eaid, must be done 
I for Alabama college.

MONTEVALLO, Ala., Oct. 13.— 
With 1,500 in attendance, Founders' 
Day was celebrated Tuesday at Ala- 


dress,' reviewed the history ot ad- 
i ministration ot the school during its 
' 30 years of history, beginning with its 
founding under the first president. 
H- C. Reynolds; his successor, Dr. 
Francis M. Peterson, who served for 
I seven years beginning in 1899, and 
finally of the achievements of Dr. 
Thomas Waverly Palmer, who took 
the reins of the institution in 1907, 
when it was still but a high school. 
He told of the struggles of Dr. Pal¬ 
mer in bringing it up through the 
rank of a full four-year college and 
of living to see it admitted into the 
Southern Association of Colleges in 
1925. The speaker further empha¬ 
sized the importance of the task ahead 
of the new president who, he said, 
was assuming office at an important 
period in the history of the institu¬ 
tion, named in its first year as a 
recognized four-year college. 

Dr. Carmichael, in his address, 
spoke of the unique function of Ala¬ 
bama College in the state’s educa¬ 
tional program. In many fields Ala¬ 
bama College has been a pioneer in 
education in Alabama,, he said. Among 
these he mentioned the school as the 
first to establish instruction in home 
economics, the first to organize four- 
year courses emphasizing physical j 
and health education, and the first I 
to establish a four-year course lead¬ 
ing to the degree of bachelor of I 
science with major emphasis on art. | 
In addition to the special Courses, 
Dr. Carmichael described the new 
courses organized for training public 
school supervisors and for social ser¬ 
vice workers.

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Girls Deserve Aid Of State, 
Carmichael Declares In 
Inaugural Address 
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MONTEVALLO,. Ala., Oct. 16 —Ala¬ 
bama College, the state college for 
vomen, entered upon its thirty-first [ 
year of service to the state with the 
celebration of founder’s day on 
Oct. 12. 

Several features of the program are I 
of outstanding interest to the educa- j 
tional life of Alabama. In the first I 
place, a new president was inducted 
Into office—Dr. Oliver Cromwell 
Carmichael—former dean of the in¬ 
stitution, elected to the presidency 
in February of this year. 

Senator James B. Ellis, chairman 
of the executive committee of the 
board of trustees of the institution, 
presided and gave the inauguration 
address. In reviewing the work of 
the institution, he touched briefly on 
former administrations. He said in 
part: "Our first president, Capt. 
Henry Clay Reynolds, was a man of 
remarkable executive ability, and had 
a great vision of what this institu¬ 
tion was to become when he took 
the initiative in a movement to in¬ 
duce the United States Congress to y 
make a donation of 25,000 acres of 
public lands to the State of Ala¬ 
bama, for the use of this school. But 
for the income derived from this 
source, Alabama College would be. in,, 
most deplorable condition. After 



board of trustees will only stand 
behind the suggestions that he 
will make, we feel sure there is 
a dawn of a new day for Alabama 
College. 

“We believe that at the next ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature, the president 
and the board of trustees should in¬ 
sist upon adequate appropriations 
being made by the state for the 
equipment and the maintenance in a 
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making sure of the launching of the 
college for the education of women 
in Alabama, Capt. Reynolds resigned 
in 1899. 

"He was succeeded by Dr. Francis 
Marion Peterson, a most lovable 
man, and one of the leading educa¬ 
tors of the state. Dr. Peterson 
served the institution faithfully and 
well until 190G, when he was granted 
leave of absence on account of ill 
health. During this interim, Mr. J. A. 
Moore, secretary, was elected presi¬ 
dent pro tempore to serve for the 
remainder of the session. 

“While Mr. Moore was in a most 
trying position, he fulfilled the du¬ 
ties of acting president in a most 
satisfactory manner. In May, 1907, Dr. 
Peterson resigned and Dr. Thomas 
Waverly Palmer was drafted from the 
University of Alabama to preside 
over the destinies of this institution. 

“In the short space of time that is 
allotted a speaker it would be impos¬ 
sible to express in the slightest de¬ 
gree the progress of Alabama Col¬ 
lege during the eighteen and a half 
years of Dr. Palmer’s administra¬ 
tion. He was not only an educa¬ 
tor, but also a most discreet and 
wise leader, and with it all, a con¬ 
secrated Christian gentleman. For 
several years prior to his death, he 
exerted the utmost of his energies 
towards getting the college into mem- : 
bership of the Southern Association 
of Colleges. We are profoundly 
thankful that this was accomplished 
a short while before his death. 

“Dr. Palmer realized for the 
last few years of his administra¬ 
tion that he needed a strong per¬ 
sonality to assist him in the man¬ 
ifold duties that were weighing 
so heavily upon him. He recom¬ 
mended to the board of trustees, 
and they unanimously elected a 
man as dean of the college who 
labored in the most cooperative 
spirit, and added great strength 
to Dr. Palmer’s administration. 

“This man came to us fully 
equipped to assume the respon¬ 
sible duties that are now resting 
upon him. He is a great man and 
bears a great name, and if the 
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most creditable manner for the accom¬ 
modation of not less than 1,000 girls 
within one year from the time of the 
convening of the next Legislature. 
We believe, further, that we should 
have a program for the next decade 
looking forward to having equipment 
and appropriations to maintain with 
dignltv this institution for 2,000 Ala 
bama girls by 1937. 

“This is a modest request when we 
consider that our two great institu¬ 
tions for boys, at Tuscaloosa and Au¬ 
burn, will have to have appropria 
tions made for at least 4,000 boys to 
be educated at those institutions: 
Then we ask the question, ’Is it an 
unreasonable request for Alabama 
College to ask for equipment and 
maintenance for one half that num¬ 
ber of girls?" 

Senator Ellis then introduced 
President Carmichael who outlined 
his plans for the college in the fol¬ 
lowing fashion: 

"It is an honor and a privilege t 
participate in the administration o 
an institution whose past history i 
so replete with achievement ant 
whose future holds such promise ai 
Alabama College. 

“The American college of to¬ 
day occupies a position of unique 
importance in the progress of 
the republic. No other educa¬ 
tional organization perhaps is so 
powerful a factor in its devel¬ 
opment. The public school sys¬ 
tem through the high schools 
furnishes the practical essentials 
of education to the great rri ss of 
the people. The university with 
Its research in the various fields, 
the arts, sciences, business and 
the professions prepares the way 
for industrial economic and scien¬ 
tific development. But the effec¬ 
tiveness of both the common 
schools and the university de¬ 
pends upon the college. For lead¬ 
ership in the teaching profession 
we must look to the college man 
and woman. For the background 
of training necessary in all fields 
of research we must again look 
to college trained men and worn 
en. 

“Moreover, the college, educatior 
ally speaking, is the safeguard 
the best In our civilization, givit 


the intellectual vision ’to' see the 
trend of present day tendencies while 
interpreting them and adjusting to 
them. In a rapidly changing social 
and economic order this function of 
the college is profoundly important 
to future welfare and progress. Mani¬ 
fold industrial, economic and social 
problems are constantly arising as 
a result of the changes brought about 
in human society through scientific 
discovery. These problems demand 
y^an intellectual and spiritual vision 
not of the few specialists which the 
university produces' but of a largei. -j

After all the heart of the 
problem of progress today is the 
adjustment of human relationships in 
a complex and ev6r changing so¬ 
ciety. All through tt(e ages the spiri¬ 
tual values which have been of pro¬ 
found importance in the solution of 
this problem have been contributed 
by women through their Influence in 


the home. Henceforth with the new 





position of women in public life 
these values will not only be con¬ 
tributed indirectly through- the home 
but directly through their influence 
on public thought. Surely it is rea¬ 
sonable to believe that the greater 
value which most women attach to 
human life which they have borne 
in agony and nurtured in patience 
will make itself felt when they have 
entered more actively into the busy 
marts of industry, business, and poli¬ 
tics. Hence it may be said that the 
institution devoting itself exclusive¬ 
ly to the training of young women 
not only has a peculiar responsibility 
but an unequaled opportunity for 
service to the stae. 

“It must be remembered too 
that the aim and scope of the 
state college for women are much 
broader than those of a liberal 
rrts college. In addition to the 
liberal or cultural education 
which it is designed to give, the 
state college for women recog¬ 
nizes the importance of voca¬ 
tional and professional training 
for women in the fields for which 
they are especially suited. In 
short, its program is for women 
largely what the university is for 
men, in tN-.t it provides training 
for various vocations and pro¬ 
fessions which women usually en¬ 
ter. We can recognize the im¬ 
portance of this part of the pro¬ 
gram when we remember that 
more than 8,000,000 women are 
today engaged in gainful occupa¬ 
tions. In 1850 there was not a 
worrf'n lawyer, journalist, phy- 
sician, architect, or librarian in 
the United States. Now women 
plead before the Supreme Court; 
they constitute 12 per cent of the 
newspaper staffs of the country; 
they practice medicine in every 
city in the United States, and 
are some of the leading architects 
in our larger cities. Two-thirds 
of the library forces of 1,200 
public Jib* ries are women. Sev- 
enty years ago there were no 
trained nurses. Now more than 
100,000 make hospitals possible 
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a production center has today 
become merely a consumption 
center. The result is that a wide 
variety of occupations have devel¬ 
oped in order to take care of the 
production that was formerly 
centered in the home. There are 
more than 2,500,000 women en¬ 
gaged today in occupations allied 
to the vocation of home-making. 
This is practically one-third of 
all the women engaged in gainful 
occupation. It would be impos¬ 
sible to give the various occupa¬ 
tions in which this large body of 
women are engaged. It will suf¬ 
fice to mention a few o fthem 
which show their wide range. 

“There are social service workers, 
dietitians in hospitals and hotels, 
nutrition field workers, food and san¬ 
itary inspectors, state club leaders, 
public health workers, physical direc¬ 
tors, designers. Interior decorators, 
textile chemists, laboratory assistants, 
etc. 

“These positions of great Impor¬ 
tance must be filled by women who 
are trained for the work. With these 
demands for service there is no longer 
a place for higher education of wom¬ 
en any more than for men that pre¬ 
pare only for leisure in a purely dec¬ 
orative, parasitic life. 

"The program of Alabama College 
is, therefore, designed not only tc 
afford a broad, cultural background 
but to provide training in a wide va¬ 
riety of occupations that are open to 
women of today and are of profound 
importance to our social well being. 
In addition to the bachelor of arts 
course, in which one pursues the tra- 
ditionijl college subjects, Intruding 
history, English, foreign languages 
pure science, mathematics, philoso¬ 
phy, psychology, religious education 
etc., there are four different groups' 
of courses to which I would call your 
especial attention.

“The health education committee 
ij of the National Education Associa¬ 
tion reported in 1921 that there were 
l! lti, 000,000 school children in the 
{' United States with physical defects 
detrimental to health, stating that 

most of these were remediable but 
that few were being remedied. Prof. 
T. W. Wood, of Columbia University, 
stated ‘The business of keeping the 
school children of this country in 
good physteal repair is, as now con¬ 
ducted, a msgrace to the nation.’ One 
of the most important features in a 
complete educational system is physi¬ 
cal and health education. The cost 
of all wars, since the beginning, is 
small compared with the cost of pre¬ 
ventable diseases. Wars cease but 
preventable disease we have with us 
always and this sacrifice is made at 
the shrine of ignorance and indif¬ 
ference. Health education will blot 
out Ignorance and increase interest in 
maintaining the highest health effi¬ 
ciency. 

“Alabama College provides a course 
leading to the bachelor of science de¬ 
gree which emphasizes especially 
physical and health training. It is 
the only institution in Alabama of¬ 
fering such a course and its service to 
the state, therefore, through this type 
of training is unique. Not only is 
there a growing demand for physical 
education teachers and physical di¬ 
rectors but for yarious types of health 
j workers.

"Music was formerly considered one 
of the decorative arts, but it is now 
listed among the essential courses in 
most of the common schools. It* is 
being required by our own State De¬ 
partment as a part of the training of 
teachers in the grade schools. Col. 
E. M. Markham, referring to music, as 
one of the vital forces of a nation, 
says: 'Give me the making of a na¬ 
tion’s songs and I care not who makes 
its laws.’ 

“Alabama College lays special em¬ 
phasis on music in its curriculum. A 
large corps of well trained instruc¬ 
tors are to. be found in the depart¬ 
ment, which trains some 300 students 
oi more each year. 

"Ill addition to the degree courses 
offered by AJabama College, there is 
a two-vear course In commercial sub¬ 
jects fitting one for secretarial or 
business positions, and a two-year 
course for the training of social 
workers. This latter course is put 
on in cooperation with the State Child 
Welfare Department. Upon the com¬ 
pletion of the course a student will 



The future development of the pro¬ 
gram depends upon the ability of the 
institution to get and hold an effi¬ 
cient and well trained faculty. 

"The future of the State Col¬ 
lege for Women as a part of the 
educational system of the state 
holds out bright promise. The 
first state-supported college for 
women to be established in the 
South was founded in Mississippi 
in 1884. In the short period of a 
little more than 40 years eight 
states have followed suit. These 
institutions are as follows: Col¬ 
lege of Industrial Arts (Texas), 
Oklahoma State College for 
Women, New Jersey State Col¬ 
lege for Women, North Carolina 
State College for Women, Wln- 
throp College (South Carolina), 
Florida State College for Women, 
Georgia State College for 
Women, and Alabama College. 

"All of these are standard four- 
year colleges, whereas 10 years ago 
not one of them was so recognized. 
From the progress made by these in¬ 
stitutions’ one is led to believe that 
the under graduate work which they 
are doing today will be expanded, 
adding gradate and research depart- 


■to finding new expedient? for en- | 
riching the lives of the adults, who j 
should be happy there; that nowhere i 
patient research gives the author¬ 
itative sanction which would elevate 
into a national system, strong, free, 
.elastic, the cult of the American 
family.’ 

"The recognition of this need is 
evidenced by the new course in 
euthenics which was established 
during the past year at Vassar Col¬ 
lege and a similar project recently 
begun at Smith College. If in our 
state universities there are research 
departments created for the develop¬ 
ment of scientific agriculture, en¬ 
gineering, medicine, chemistry, phy¬ 
sics, etc., why should there not be 
established at our state college for 
wprrien research departments for the 
purpose of studying the manifold 
problems that center around the most 
important institution -of society, 
namely, the home. 

“Prof. Alexis Lange says: 
‘Were I Fortunatus, I should 
gently twist my wishing-hat and 
behold, there wo^-fld be a group of 
new college courses, each centered 
about the fountain head of all 
progress, the home. They would 
trace its evolution; they would 
reveal its significance in the ad¬ 
vance of mankind from beast- 
hood to noble manhood and wom¬ 
anhood; they would disclose its 
unrealized ideals; they would deal 
with conditions that make or 
mar; they would consider the 
house beautiful and the house 
sanitary; they would apply the 
principles of efficient organiza¬ 
tion and management; they 
would wrestle with the problem 
of income and out go; they would 
dwell on the relation of the home 
, to the school, the church, the 
state, and the economic order, 
and a system of well planned ex¬ 
ercises would, whenever possible, 
connect insight with practice.” 

"This in effect is the goal of the 
state college for women! That it is 
fulfilling a long felt need is clear from 
the rapid growth of such institutions 
during the past four decades; that 
Alabama College is meeting the needs 
of the young women of Alabama is 
evidenced by the unparalleled growth 
of the institution during the past five 
years. Five years ago there were 287 
college students enrolled during the 
nine months’ session, 1921-22. The 
enrollment the first month in the 
1926-27 session reached 710 college 
students — approximately 150 per cent 
gain within five years. Moreover, a 
large number of students who applied 
for entrance during this session could 
not be admitted because of lack of 
accommodations. There is every rea¬ 
son to believe that the demands on 
Alabama College during the next five 
years will increase in the same pro¬ 
portion as during the past five years. 
Such a growth would mean 1,800 stu¬ 
dents within the next five years. In 
order to meet this need the people of 
Alabama must enlarge its vision of! 
the importance of the program of 
Alabama College and come to its res¬ 
cue with funds sufficient to care for , 
at least 500 more students during the 
next five years. At present not only 
is the entire dormitory space filled 
but class rooms, the dining room, au¬ 
ditorium all are taxed to their ca¬ 
pacities. In order to care for even 
100 more students it is necessary to 
expand not only by the dormitory 
space, but to add to the dining room 
and increase the number of class 
rooms. In short, further expansion 
now means an enlargement of all de¬ 
partments of the physical plant, and 
this will require a large enxpenditure. 


"The immediate urgent needs of the 
institution are an auditorium a social 
religious building, an administration 
building, an academic building two 
practice homes, and three additional 
dormitories, besides extensive repairs 
on the main dormitory. 

"Perhaps more important still than 
buildings and equipment is. a, fund 
sufficient to maintain the institution 
efficiently, paying adequate salaries 
to the teaching force. In 1922-23 
there were 330 college students en¬ 
rolled against 710 during the present 
session. In addition to that the cx- 
tension service which began in 1922 
served 47 3 teachers last year through 
18 study centers in 12 different coun¬ 
ties. In the same period the Summer 
school has increased 200 per cent. 
Yet, the state appropriation for the 
maintenance of Alabama College for 
1926-27 is the same as for 1922-23. 

This is the preseht situation with 
your institution for the higher educa¬ 
tion of young women in Alabama. 
With adequate support, Alabama Col¬ 
lege has every reason to become one 
of the leading colleges for women in 
the country in the variety and quality 
of services which it renders. That is 
our hope and ambition for this insti ¬ 
tution and to that end we dedicate 
today our best energies so long as it 
may be our happy privilege to serve 
the institution.”

10.—Spe- 
rial to The Advertiser.—Miss Olivia 
Lawson, associate professor in the ed¬ 
ucation department of Alabama col¬ 
lege, and rural school supervisor for 
Shelby county, has just returned from 1 
a meeting of the Southern Association 
of Rural School Supervisors which was 
held in Raleigh, North Carolina, De¬ 
cember 6 and 7. She reports an ex¬ 
cellent meeting. 

Considerable interest is being man!- | 
fested in the unique type of work be- j 
ing done by Miss Dawson at Alabama j 
college. Through a cooperative ar¬ 
rangement with the board of educa¬ 
tion of Shelby county. Miss Lawson 
uses advanced education students who 
are in training for rural school su¬ 
pervision in the work of supervising 
the schools of the county. There is 
perhaps no other similar plan in op¬ 
eration at present In the country. This 
plan provides not oply for theoretical 
training through class work and prac¬ 
tice teaching In the elementary schools 
but actual practice’in supervision in a 
typical rural county in the state. 

During the past three months Miss 
Lawson and her co-workers have been 
giving silent reading tests to the chil¬ 
dren of the county.

economics work in Alabama. The meet¬ 
ing was well attended by the students 
and faculty of Alabama college as 
well as by members of the short course, 
representing some fifty high schools 
In Alabama. 

Miss Richardson and Dr. Hoby spoke 
in Reynolds hal} on Thursday evening. 
Miss Richardson who is director of 
Parental Education for the American 
Home Economics association, spoke at 
length on the new movement which is' 
designed to help parents in the rear¬ 
ing of children of pre-school age. She 
pointed out that the science of caring 
for the^ physical well being the child 
has developed more rapidly than the 
science of mental and emotional well 
being.

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j Carmichael Submits Re¬ 
port Showing Needs 
For Four Years 


MONTEVALLO, Ala.. Jan. 15.—Ala¬ 
bama college meets the needs of the 
times. In the days when a girl cared 
more about the ingredients of pie crust 
and less about the number of her brain 
cells, the institution at Montevallo was 
Alabama Girls’ Technical institute. Now 
| when a graduate marches up to an of- 
fice to take her fling at business, she 
; flourishes a gold-seal diploma from an 
A-grade college, member of the South- 
, ern association of colleges. From a tech- 
! nical high school with a small attend¬ 
ance, the institution has advanced to a 
standard college with 750 regular stu¬ 
dents and as many extension and sum¬ 
mer school pupils. Its curriculum has 
achieved a balance between pie crust 
and philosophy. 

Through its president. Oliver C. Car¬ 
michael, Alabama college has submlt- 
■ ted to the state an itemized budget for 
the quadrenSDium 1927-31, including $44,- 
874.73 for accrue'd indebtedness; $980,000 
for buildings and equipment; $650,000 
for maintenance. Dr. Carmichael bassed 
the budget on present needs of the col¬ 
lege and on increasing opportunities for 
service. As the only state-supported in¬ 
stitution exclusively for women in Ala- 
! bama, the college faces a responsibility, 
as well as an opportunity. During the 
j past four years, when its, standards 
have been raised, its total enrollment 
! more than doubled and its extension 
service expanded to 12 counties, not one 
i dollar has been added to the state ap¬ 
propriation for maintenance. 

Carmichael Makes Report 

Dr. Carmichael’s report, appended to 
the budget, takes the reader through th" 
stone entrance gates, along the arc of 
graveled driveway to the ivied white 
columns of the main building. Over its 
broad stone steps, worn in grooves by 
high-heeled slippers of 80 years, pass 
I girls flapping the soles of their sneak¬ 
ers as they hurry to the basketball 
count. Other girls set sturdy oxfords on 
the steps as they trudge across the cam¬ 
pus to classes. This building with its 
mellowed brick walls spreads rambling 
wings, which hold the administration 
offices, rooms for 160 girls, the dlning- 
j room, parlors and reception rooms. In 
former years, whenever the college 
needed more space, the central building 
sprouted a new wing. 

The budget apportions $20,000 for re¬ 
pairs on this building, whose additions 
represent varying stages of age and 
adequacy. Enlargement of the dining 
room is another item Included in the 
nine uses for the $ 980,000 building and 
equipment fund. In tho dining room the 
visitor finds a group of crisply-aproned 
girls setting steaming dishes on rows 
of tables. This service provide expense 
for students, who might otherwise be do- 
- nled the opportunity for college train¬ 
ing. Yet tho dining room with its tables 
laid in close formation can not seat 
all students at tho same time. Tho con¬ 
fusion caused by serving meals in shifts 
explains the need for more space. 

Around the unadorned white walls of 
the dining room linger college tradi- 
, tlons, which have been written into 
; the memories of class after class. Here 
j it is that college night is celebrated by 
I the Purples and Golds on the first Mon¬ 
day of every March. School spirit rises 


in yells and songs. Purple ribbons flut¬ 
ter to rival rippling gold streamers. 
Cheers fling their echoes against the 
ceiling as one stunt after another passes 
before the judges. Their decision, tossed 
high by the uproar, marks the climax 
of student activity. 

New Building Needed 

A new administration building, pro¬ 
vided for in the budget, would furnish 
auditorium.space and rooms for execu¬ 
tive offices. The president, dean, busi¬ 
ness manager, bookkeeper and secre¬ 
taries are now crowded into three awk¬ 
wardly arranged rooms. The present 
assembly hall in the second story of an 
old building will not seat the student 
body. The stability of the faculty, now 
Impossible, would be insured by a dor¬ 
mitory for teachers, who are at present 
scattered through the town; in some 
instances in unsfiltable homes. Another 
need would be fulfilled in the building 
of a practice high school off the campus 
that boys and girls of the town may 
have playgrounds and adequate class¬ 
rooms while being taught by college 
students, who are candidates for 
teachers' certificates. 

In a walk around the campus the visi¬ 
tor will see a violently energetic basket¬ 
ball practice in progress on the outdoor 
court. If the ground happens to be wet, 
the players slide and flounder with 
philosophic though muddy grins. With¬ 
out the co-operation of the laundry and 
white shoe polish, basketball might bo 
a banished sport at Alabama college, 
for varsity candidates must be willing 
to endure an outer coating of mud, 
since the gymnasium is too small for 
an indoor court. The need of organized 
sports and regular physical education 
classes for the entire student body re¬ 
inforces the request for tho fund pro¬ 
posed for a gymnasium. 

Classes Crowded 

In Bloch hall, originally Intended for 
home economics instruction, the visitor 
finds hydrochloric acid fumes mingling 
with the aroma of fre3h raisin bread. 
Between the flower floor, where Intense 
students shako mysterious compounds 
in test tubes, and the upper floor, where 
pies and cakes are concocted by flushed 
white-aproned girls, are sandwiched 
class rooms for academic work. In one 
corner of the same building the visitor 
spies gay smocks flashing back and 
forth between easels and palettes. A 
cross-section of the building would re¬ 
veal other rooms where sewing. machines 
were clicking out dresses and aprons. 
Bloch hall will not accommodate all 
classes, so several courses overflow into 
the old dimly-lighted chapel building. 
Even then some classes must meet at 
night. 

For science laboratory equipment, for 
stoves, ranges and additional apparatus 
in home economics work, for a new pot¬ 
tery kiln, the college Is asking an ap¬ 
propriation of $30,000, included in the 
equipment fund. In pottery work tho 
institution foresees a profitable Indus¬ 
try. for olay has been discovered near 
Montevallo. The demand for artistic 
and colorful pottery Justifies a develop¬ 
ment of that phase of art. 

In tho library with its sweeping arch 
of windows, one finds students explor¬ 
ing the crowded shelves or bending In¬ 
tently over pages of history. Under a 
marble bust in an alcove, a girl may 
be composing an ode for ‘’Scribbllngs,’’ 
the college’s annual collection of origi- 
1 nal poetry. 

From the library steps a twisted path 


leads to the practice home, where home 
economics students must live for several 
weeks before receiving their degrees. In 
this house built in 1818 and conceded to 
be the oldest brick structure in Ala¬ 
bama, students make balanced menus, 
then prepare the dishes, then eat the 
food as a final test. They learn the 
scientific way of making a bed and the 
proper method of sealing jelly Jars. 
During their residence in the practice 
home, they learn by experience every 
detail connected with the management 
of a house. Yet the work is handicapped 
by the condition of tho house, which is 
sagging on its foundation and whose 
facilities are limited. By using this 
building every day during the nine 
months’ session and every day during 
the summer quarter, only half of the 
senior students are accommodated. This 
inadequacy necessitated the renting of 
an old cottage in the nearby town, 
Columbiana. The college fixes Its need 
in practice homes at two equipped 
buildings, to be erected within four 
years. 

Ramsay Hall Modern 
Representing modern . compactness 
and convenience, Janet Erskine Ram¬ 
say hall, constructed in 1925, accommo¬ 
dates 120 students. This dormitory was 
made possible through Erskine Ram¬ 
say’s gift of $109,000 and other dona¬ 
tions from people of Alabama.

The specified indebtedness was in¬ 
curred by larger maintenance costs as 
the school enlarged and by the cost of 
Calkins music hall, which exceeded its „ 
appropriation by $25,000. The estimation | 
of a fund for increased maintenance is 
based on five facts. The increase of at¬ 
tendance without the increase of ap¬ 
propriation has made necessary a fee 
of more than four dollars a month for 
each pupil. This cost, while seemingly 
small, interferes with the opportunity 
of college education for some girls. The 
raising of standards involved an in¬ 
crease in faculty and a better-trained 
faculty, demanding higher salaries. Tho 
summer school attendance, increased 
200 per cent since 1922, incurs higher 
maintenance. The development of an 
extension service for 473 teachers in 18 
study centers, located In 12 counties, 
has been limited by lack of funds. Fur- 
ther, ^as buildings Increase, upkeep of j 1 
grounds will entail larger expense in 
proportion. 

The 2,000 per cent increase in high 3 
school attendance since 1908 places a 
double responsibility upon Alabama j 
College; the preparation of high school j 
teachers and further educational op- 1 
portunities for high school graduates. J 
Dr. Carmichael presents the program } 
and need of Alabama College when he j 
says: “To educate a woman jneans toil 
educate a family."

This building is one of the land¬ 
marks of Columbiana and its 
transfer •’ecalLs some things of i 
interest to the community. It was 
for many years the court house 
of Shelbv county. 

The first county seat of Shel- 
j by county, according to J. L. 
Peters, was located near the. pre- 
i sent town of Pelham. In 1846. it 
was decided to change the locai- 
tion and Columbiana and Monte¬ 
vallo cwSbged in a lively contest 
j for the honor of being chosen. 
Columbiana won by a narrow 
margin and the court house was 
built that same year. 

It is saul that a. wooden build¬ 
ing stood near the site at that 
time and near this building stood 
a large pine tree. In celebrating j 
1 their victory in securing the 
court house the enthusiastic 
citizens of Columbiana bored 
some holes in the pine tree, fil¬ 
led them with powder and touch 
eel it off. A big explosion follow¬ 
ed and a large portion of the 
tree was blown against the school 
house and partially wrecked it. 

In 1906 the present court house 
was erected and the other build 
ing become the “old courthouse” 

It was soon sold by the county 
and has been used as a hotel 
since.

Not Built for Electricity 

Electric lights have been strung 
throughout this old building, but the 
wires run along the ceiling and up and 
down the inner walls in plain view of 
visitors. + 

The placing of these wires for elec¬ 


tric lights along the ceiling and up 

and down the walls caused the writer 
to stop and meditate for a moment. 
At the time this old historic residence 
was built there were no electric lights 
anywhere. Ben Franklin, the experi¬ 
menter in the electrical field, had been 
dead only 29 years and his experiments 
were laughed at by many. 

When the King home was built In 
1819 there were no telephones, there 
was no telegraph, it having been sev¬ 
eral years before Professor Samuel F. 
B. Morse sent the first message. There 
were no hoking automobiles, no kero¬ 
sene oil, no oil lamps, no fast-flying 
cannon-ball express trains, no graded 
concrete roads, and even Calera didn’t 
have to keep a "speed trap” in opera¬ 
tion to get operating funds. 

The chief mode of travel then was 


the ox-drawn wagon, though the- 
richer people used horse-drawn car¬ 
riages, while travelers on long dis¬ 
tance trips used the stage coaches, a 
prominent line of which operated 
through central Alabama as late as 
1850, which was many years before 
Calera and other towns established 
their celebrated "speed traps.”

FLAYED IN SPEECH 
AT GIRLS’ COLLEGE

MONTEVALLO, Ala., May 30.— 
Deploring the recent cult of “smart 
aleckness” which has become the 
fashion in Intellectual circles, Edwin 
H. Mims, head of the Department of 
English, at Vanderbilt University, 
made a plea for freedom o fthought 
in America in his address to feradu- 
ates of Alabama College at their com¬ 
mencement day exercises Monday 
morning. 

“There is nothing we need in Amer¬ 
ica more than a new sense of freedom 
for the individual,” Dr. Mims de¬ 
clared. "We worship the memory of 
Thomas Jefferson and forget that he 
was the auhtor of religious freedom 
In this country. He formulated the 
document which gave to certain 
l-rotestant sects religious freedom 
and they are today crucifying this 
came freedom for others." 

Dr. Mims referred to H. L. Mencken 
as the most dangerous influence in 
our life today, but added he would 
not try to stop Mencken as that 
would be to magnify him. “I would 
combat him in the open with the 
truth, for I feel that such sophistory 
and one-sided prejudice as his are 
bound to perish,” Dr. Mims said. 
"The one attribute of the educated 
man should be the power to think 
and not to accept or reject ideas be¬ 
cause it is the fashion to do so. The 
two conditions fundamental for right 
thinking - are an open mind and in¬ 
tellectual curiosity.” 


Taking a "slam” at the conven¬ 
tional picture of Christ as “dished | 
out" to most young people, Dr. Tre¬ 
vor P. Mordecat, pastor of the First I 
Presbyterian Church, Birmingham, 
urged the 104 graduates of Alabama 
College to forget creedal acceptances 
and look upon Jesus as a "real” im- | 
mediate and intimate companion.' 

“I offer you as a friend the Christ | 
of the Bible," lie said, “who is dif¬ 
ferent from the manufactured Christ, I 
that personality one cannot recognize I 
as either man or woman, somewhat [ 
weak and impotent. I cannot picture I 
him as a teary, weak-voiced spirit 
standing on a wall above life and j 
whining for people to come unto him j 
and have their sins forgiven. I do j 
not blame you for your unfavorable | 
reaction to the kind of Christy dished [ 
out to you, as some, mysterious, re- Q 
mote somebody living beyond thef 
stars. I ask you to regard him as a ] 
real, immediate and Intimate com¬ 
panion, who will walk through life [ 
with you.” 

The divine's eommentarv on the | 
ritualized picture of Christ were in¬ 
cluded in his assertion that one of j 
the "three whips" he suggested to j 
subdue the ferocity of life is friend¬ 
ship, and Christ is man’s best! friend.

I 
after all, is not so much a matter of 
talents, as it is an infinite capacity I 
for taking pains. If you call this 
capacity genius, then each of us can !

makes more noise about it than we 
ever dared do at Wellesley, and she 
flies around at a pace that our clothes 
would never pemit of. And she cer¬ 
tainly has more boys coming to see 
her in a week than we were allowed 
to see through a whole year. The 
first graduating class left the college 
at the end of my year at Wellesley, 
but I don't remember any engaged 
girls in the class. In fact. I recall 
only two engaged girls in the entire 
student body of 300, but here at Mon¬ 
tevallo—every other girl must be en¬ 
gaged, I believe. 

“Ail of which does not necessarily 
mean that we did not enjoy ourselves. 
Our ideas of pleasure were just dif¬ 
ferent, I guess. We were only al¬ 
lowed company once a week, on ‘re¬ 
creation day.’ I remember that when 
I first got to school this day was. 
Saturday. The Harvard boys were 
allowed some extra privileges that 
Jay, and Henry F. Durant, who 
founded the school and was the ac¬ 
tual director of its affairs, looked 
askance at the number of Harvard 
students who infested, in his opinion, 
the Wellesley grounds on Saturdays. 
So he had Wellesley’s ‘recreation day’ 
changed to Monday. 

How They Got A Date 

“Remember, also, that no girl could 
have a boy call on her unless she had 
written permission from her parents. 
Going around with a boy in the way 
that is permitted now was simply 
unheard of. I can recall no instance 
of a girl going riding with a young 
man. It was not allowed.” 

An incident rec/tlled by Miss Smith 
, occurred when some Wellesley girls 
were watching a parade of the Har¬ 
vard boys. The girls were standing 
on a balcony overlooking the street 
Several of the girls had on corsages 
of flowers, and a bud from one of 
these broke qff and fell off the bal¬ 
cony. Immediately there was a 
scramble among the boys to secure 
the lady's favor. So scandalized 
were the Wellesley authorities at 
this apparent forwardness on the 
girl s part, that she was ordered to 
stay in solitary confinement for two 
weeks. 

Of course girls and boys managed 
to see one another even in those 
days, said Miss Smith. The easiest 
way was for the girl to get permis¬ 
sion from her parents to visit a 
friend in Boston. There, awav from 
the restrictions of college, she could 
nave all the Visitors she desired. 

Few Men In View 

Another interesting fact, and one 
which did not strike the girls at 
Welles ley as at all queer, was the

When it was suggested that this 
costume might have been the regula¬ 
tion bloomers, Miss Smith threw up 
her hands in horror. 

"Bloomers, heavens, no! No girl 
would have been caught in them, 
however full they might be. Our 
costume was a short pleated skirt 
and a blouse. The gymnastics given 
us -were of the simplest, and I do not 
recall any special athletic apparatus 

or gymnastic equipment.” 

“You must remember that Welles- 
iey was one of the first colleges 
established for the express purpose 
of giving women an opportunity to 
obtain a higher education on a par 
with men, said the former student. 
“The course of study was by no 
means that of a finishing school. It 
was stiff work, with special emphasis 
on languages and English. We were 
allowed only three subjects, and ex¬ 
pected to put in two hours of study 
on each every day. And I still be¬ 
lieve it takes about that much to 
really learn Latin and Greek, or to 
master a foreign language. Wellesley 
offered courses In mathematics and 
in the sciences, but then, you know, 
there were not as many sciences as I 
there are now.

Summer School Numbers Run 1 
Above Expectations 

MONTEVALLO. Ala., June 12.— 
The opening week of the twelfth ses¬ 
sion of the Alabama College Summer ; 
School showed a large enrollment, 
indicating that the total would reach 
500 during the. 11 weeks. 

According to Dean Napier, direc¬ 
tor of the Summer School, the au¬ 
thorities expected a smaller enroll¬ 
ment than usual on account of the 
changes in the State Department's 
regulation governing certification of 
teachers.
